head of a tall man buried in that 
;ave was adorned with a circle of 
.ihells which had been colored red. 
Chipped stones -were carefully plac- 
ed on his forehead and chest. 


Hundreds of other Stone 
Age 


skeletons buried hi much the same 
way have been found.

Stick the cloves into the ham. Put 
ham in baking pan and sprinkle 
with one-half the sugar.

maining sugar- with vinegar, water 
and mustard. Pour liquid mixture 
over ham and bake in moderate 
oven one to one and one-half hours 
basting frequently with the sauce. 
Place on platter and garnish with 
slices of canned pineapple and par- 
sley. 
Scalloped Potatoes with Pimen- 
t0eg—Butter a baking dish and put 
in a layer of thinly sliced potatoes. 
Sprinkle with bits of butter, flouv 
and a little chotroed pimenta, pep- 
per and salt. Another layer of -po- 
tatoes and seasoning and so on un- 
til the dish 'is full, then pour hot 
milk over until the mik is even 
with the 
potatoes. 
• Cover with 


bread or cracker crumbs and bake 
in slow oven about one hour. 


Rice Fluff Pudding—-One-half cup 


rice, one-third cup sugar, one-half 
teas'poon 
salt, 
one 
quart 
milk 


(scalde'd), grated rind of one-half 
orange or one-fourth teaspoon cin^- 
namon. 
Mix ingredients together 


and bake two or three hours in an 
oiled pan. Serve over sliced orange.- 
using some orange as a garnish.

HE movement to induce the United 
States to join the World Court, 
with or without reservations, has 


two aspects both of which are equally 
sinister and subversive of the best inter- 
ests of the American People.

nations of Europe. This plan contem- 
plates a political sham battle in which 
the Democrats will support the League 
of Nations, and the Administration Ke- 
publicans will battle bravely for the 
World Court—in other words, for the 
League in disguised and diluted form. 
Under this cunning plan, whether the 
pro-League Democrats or the pro-Court 
Republicans win, the result will be the 
same—the United States will be hope- 
lessly entangled in the European chaos. 


In its second aspect, the glorification 


of the World Court is an attempt to 
draw a red hen-ing across the trail of 
the great domestic issues and thus seek 
to save the Administration and its sup- 
porting special interests from the wrath 
of an aroused and awakened people. 
They want American farmers to turn 
their eyes and their minds from their 
own bankrupt farms to the devastated 
areas of Europe, and thus forget that 
their present deplorable condition is the 
work of those great monopolistic inter- 
ests which now control the political and 
economic machinery 
of 
the 
United 


States. They want American workers 
to become interested in the oppressions 
of Europe and thus forget the attempt 
of the railroads and industrial trusts in 
combination to crush their organizations 
and reduce individual wage-earners to a 
condition of helplessness. 
They want 


the American people to become involved 
in the chaos of Europe and thus forget 
the chaos of graft, special privilege and 
official incompetence with which we are 
now' afflicted. 


This attempt will not succeed. 
The 


American people have now learned to 
distrust the inspired propaganda that 
plunged us into the World War, with its 
useless sacrifice of thousands of lives 
and billions of dollars, and which came 
so near to intriguing us into signing the 
Treaty of Versailles and the League of 
Nations Covenant. They know that this 
propaganda whether it is promoted by 
Democrats or Republicans, by President 
Wilson or President Harding, is false to 
American traditions and American inter- 
ests and is inspired by those internation- 
al financiers who know no country and 
serve only their own power and profit. 
"The burnt child fears the fire," and the 
American people will instinctively shun 
all entanglements in foreign affairs that 
will lead them inevitably into another 
European war. 


The Administration has done more to 


promote and provoke war by pleading its 
support to the Chester, Standard Oil and 
Sinclair concessions in Mosul, Sakhalin 
and elsewhere, than can ever be offset 
by all the arbitration courts, and other 
similar devices that can be devised. 


The plain truth is that there is nothing 


that the United States can do that will 
solve the European situation until the 
Treaty of Versailles is obliterated and 
the people of Europe cast hatred, malice 
and revenge from their minds and hearts, 
abandon ruinous reparation demands, 
repudiate their imperialistic govern- 
ments and themselves rebuild the shat- 
tered structure of Western civilization. 


We have already set Europe a good ex- 


ample by refusing to ratify the Treaty 
cf Versailles. 
Let us now with good 


Will to all the world resolutely proceed 
to curb our own imperialistic adventur- 
ers and set our own American house in 
order, so that it may stand as a living 
example of the happiness and prosper- 
ity that is possible under genuine de- 
anocracy.
